Definitions
“Beginning Cash Balance” means the balance in the fund at the start of the fiscal year.

“Net Receipts” means the year-to-date amount received in fees, interest, and other revenues, less EQC
administrative overhead. “Fees” means funds received from the advanced recycling fees collected on
white goods (52), lead-acid batteries ($2), tires (52) and motor oil $.02/quart.

“Total Expenditures” means all expenses to administer the solid waste, waste tire, or used oil programs,
and includes DHEC overhead, salaries, fringe benefits, contracts, training, supplies, fixed charges and
grants. “Grants” means the funding awarded from the Solid Waste Trust Fund, the Waste Tire Grant or
Petroleum sub-fund for recycling grants to local governments, schools, and colleges or universities.

“Quarter-Ending Cash Balance” means the actual cash balance of the fund at the end of the most recent
fiscal quarter.
